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Little  improvements  add  up  to  great  convenience. ..  even  in  a  kitchen  drawer. 
Perhaps  I  should  say. ..  especially  in  a  kitchen  drawer. 

Here's  a  recipe  for  "bringing  order  out  of  clutter  in  kitchen  drawer  space.  It 
comes  from  the  home  management  specialist  of  the  California  Agricultural  Extension 
Service.     It  offers  three  ingredients. .  .partitions. . .  trays  and  racks. 

Something  to  keep  in  mind  when  you  arrange  equipment  and  linens  in  the  kitcho 
drawers  is  how  often  you  use  them.     Store  the  most  frequently  used  things  in  space 
where  you  can  get  to  them  quickly  and  easily.     Banish  seldom  use'd  equipment  from 
the  working  area  of  the  kitchen. 

Eor  the  shallow  drawer. ,.  where  you  keep  small  kitchen  equipment. ,  .use  par- 
titions to  divide  the  drawer  into  sections.    Partitions  are  best  made  of  plywood 
but  heavy  card  "board  can  "be  used. 

Arrange  the  small  pieces  of  equipment  in  the  sections  so  that  you  can  find 
them  easily.     Por  example. ,  .you  may  put  the  stirring  spoons,   the  long-handled  forks 
and  the  tongs  in  one  section. the  potato  masher  and  the  egg  beater  in  another. 

It's  a  good  idea  to  have  a  separate  section  for  knives.  ..if  you  keep  them 
in  a  drawer. ..and  to  place  the  knives  in  a  rack  so  that  they  don't  touch  each 
other.    Knives  are  dulled  "by  hitting  other  knives  or  utensils  in  a  cluttered 
drawer. 

You  can  add  to  the  convenience  and  storage  space  of  the  deep  drawer  by  putting 
in  a  double  deck  or  sliding  tray. 
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
